In  early  youth  the  affections  are  comioonlj 
divided  brt  wren  farce  and  deep  tragedy  A* 
the  mind  expands  and  ripens,  the  broader  hu 
mors  of  farce  and  the  simpler  horrors  of  tra^e^y 
lose  their  attraction,  and  give  place  to  the  rich¬ 
er,  chaster,  and  more  delicate  humors  of  htg)> 
comedy,  and  the  deeper  mysteries  of  tragic  pas 
slon.  A*  advancing  years  cool  the  blood,  and 
decreasing  activity  makes  the  pleasures  of  a 
quiet  life  mors  attractive  than  those  of  a  stir 
ring  one,  It  Is  probable  that  the  taste  will  l«- 
rllue  to  tbs  dalmer  and  more  soothing  kind 
of  pathos,  In  which  the  feeling  Is  Ljo  profound 
and  Lender  for  what  Is  called  comedy,  and  yet 
the  lluul  linpreaafon  Is  too  peaceful  for  what  I* 
called  tragedy.
